"It is my earnest desire to follow in

"I greatly regret the. loss of life in

TEACHING THE BLIND 


John Vars Begins Instruction of Three 


Persons in This Locality 


John Vars, who was here as re- 


ported last week, and who has charge 
of the work of state instruction for the 
adult blind, was here today, and here- 
after will come every week for 
the 


purpose of giving instruction. He has 
at present three local cases, and gives 
the instruction once a week in person. 


The only case thus far taken up in 


this city is that of Samuel Hillman of 
51 Furnace street. Mr. Hillman is 00 
years old, and was made blind in 1863 
by an explosion in the building of the 
Hoosac Tunnel. In Adams Mr. Vars 
has one case, that of Miss Baker of 
Zylonite, while Miss Harriet Spooner 
of Wiiliamstown, a 12 years old girl, 
is also receiving instruction. 


Mr. Vars, who is blind himself, is an 


experienced teacher of the blind, and 
has had much success in this work. He 
takes personal charge Of all the cases 
in this part of the state, and makes 
weekly trips to each person. The in- 
struction is varied, and includes teach- 
ing the reading of embossed type and 
instruction in trades where this is 
practicable.

rington and thence to the Connecticut 
state line.

M. Stevenson. These are also the pres- 
ent officers of the Pittsfleld company. 


This corporation will strongly oppose 


the building of the line proposed by 
the Berkshire street railway company, 
which has a capitalization of one mil- 
lion dollars and which has already pe- 
titioned for franchises through nine 
towns of the county. 


As matters now stand, therefore, the 


"million dollar" company, which wants 
to run through the county, is opposed 
by three companies which will work in 
harmony the H"r>st'1 Viiloy oompiriy 
of this city, the Pittsfield street rail- 
way company, and the new southern 
Berkshire company.

LABOR BILLS IN LEGlSLATURt 


Matters of General Interest Acted on 


' 
Yesterday 


In the legislature 
yesterday 
the 


house, by vota of 80 yeas to 98 nays. 
after a rising tie vote of 77 to 77 re- 
fused to reject the bill to forbid the 
employment 'of women and minors in 
factories to make up time lost by the 
stoppage of machinery for repairs. 
Similar action was taken on the came 
bill last year, but the bill was killed 
before it could get through. Most of 
the afternoon was consumed by the de- 
bate, and the labor leaders were the 
chief speakers. 


The committee on agriculture, with 


one dissenter, has reported against the 
bill to permit horse races with betting. 


An adverse report was made by the 


bill for a state supervisor of music in 
the public schools. 


The 
labor 
committee 
reported 


against the petitions that eight hours 
may be a day's labor for workmen 
and laborers, and for a $1000 fine for 
heads of departments and commission- 
ers who make their employes work 
over eight hours a day. 


A resolve was reported by the com- 


mittee on public charitable institutions 
appropriating $75,000 for the North- 
ampton insane asylum, of which J55.000 
is for an inflmary and nurs*es' home, 
$16,000 for a barn and silo with equip- 
ment, and $3000 for sewerage connec- 
tion. 


Ought to pass was reported by the 


committee on agriculture on the bill to 
make the close season for gray squir- 
rels, hares and rabbits from March 1 
to October 1, instead of from March 1 
to September 15. 


An adverse report was madae by the 


judiciary committee on the petition for 
an act to prevent premature encoffln- 
ment, burial or cremation. 


The committee on fisheries and game 


heard Representative Y^aters of Salem 
yesterday on his bill putting a fine »f 
$10 on persons having trout less than 
six inches in length in their possession. 
He said the anglers in his section were 
not averse to keeping the young fry. 
Chairman Collins of the fish commis- 
sion also favors the bilK Representa- 
tive Dewey of Westfield 
favored 
a 


bill to include August in the close sea- 
son for trout in his c'ounty of Hamp- 
den. 
He explained that this was the 


law in the counties north and west of 
Hampden. People from these counties 
and also from Connecticut come Into 
his section to fish. There was no op- 
position to either bill.

IS HELD IN $25,000 BAIL 


Hew Chapter la the South Daavers 


National Bank 
Wrecking Affair 


Which Brings Another Case Ag*l»st 
Its Former Cashier 


Boston, Feb. 14.—Just as the most in- 


terested people had settled down to wait 
nntil the examination of the books of 
the South Danvers National bank of 
Pca'oody bad been completed, con- 
fidant that nothing special would de- 
velop, came the arrest of John W. 
Dickinson of Newtonville. a note broker. 


Dickinson was arrested late yesterday 


by a deputy United States marshal at 
his oflice on Milk street, this city, for 
alleged complicity in the wrecking of 
the South DauTers National bank. He 
was arraigned before United States 
Commissioner Hale, pleaded not guilty 
and, In default of $25,000 bail, was com- 
mitted to the Charles street Jail. 
He 


will be given a hearing this afternoon. 


The arrest of Dickinson caused con- 


siderable of a sensation. 
In the com- 


plaint he is accused of aiding and abet- 
ting Cashier George H. Foster in the 
alleged misapplication of ?21,000. The 
complaint against him brings to light 
another case against Foster, who was 
recently arrested charged with embez- 
zling $3600 of the bank's money. Fos- 
ter has been unable to secure his $10,- 
000 bail. 
If he should succeed now ne 


will immediately be arrested in connec- 
tion with this new case. 


The authorities allege that Cashier 


Foster criminally misapplied the $21. 
000 in giving Dickinson the sums of 
55000 and $16,000 respectively, on the 
strength of certain notes. In accepting 
the same Dickinson is charged with aid- 
ing and abetting the cashier in carrying 
out the alleged fraudulent transaction, 


A conference was held yesterday in 


the office of the United States district 
attorney between District Attorney 
Jones, 
Assistant 
District Attorney 


Casey, George F. Hampton, receiver of 
the defunct bank, aud the expert whr 
has been examining the books. As th< 
result of this consultation a complaint 
was drawn up, sworn to by Mr. Hamp 
ton, and the warrant issued. 


Notwithstanding the public intimn 


tions that he was likely to be arrested 
Dickinson was taken greatly by siii 
prise. 
Owing to the absence from tow; 


of his lawyer, he was alone when ai 
raigned, and tlio proceeding was ai 
tended only by newspaper men. 
Mr 


Casey, who appeared for the govern 
ment, requested that bail be fixed a 
$25,000, asserting that it was the cor 
tenriou of the prosecution that Fostc 
and Dickinson had misapplied betwee; 
flOO.OOO and $200000 of 
the bank'-, 


funds, and that large bonds were neces 
eary. 
The commissioner according!} 


fixed the bail at the above figure. Al- 
though, as Mr. Casey declared, the gov- 
ernment charges these two meu with 
misapplying a great deal more mon^.v 
than the complaint sets forth, it de- 
pends upon the two counts specified to 
make out its case. 


Mr. Dickinson is well known in Bos- 


ton business circles. 
He is married, 


but has no children. His wife is abroad 
at present studying music. 
He went 


to Europe with her nearly a year ago, 
and left her there to complete her edu- 
cation.

Mr. Editer:—I would like t» tell yonr 


If 
more is cut than is eaten, it is apt to 
dry and gets thrown away,, but I take 
these stale bits, wrap theas iri a nap- 
kin and pnt them into a wire strainer 
over the boiling ten-kettle, until they 
feel warm nnd moist (in this wi>y they 
are really "sterimed," but never get wet 
as they do in a-steamer).

•ooonfnls of s,ugar in half a cup of

caused much anguish to one learned man. 
who was falsely represented as falling a 
victim to the joker, and which aroused to 
a high pitch of expectation the hopes of 
imloriiins in this aud other countries 
only to cruelly dash them to the ground. 
The boas br-gan with the placing, in the 
neighborhood of Kensia;tcn. Douglas 
count;;, Minn., of « stone on which were 
chiceled certain mysterious characters 
that no one in that vicinity could deci- 
pher. 


Who cut the mysterious characters in 


the stone and placed it where it could bs 
found has net been discovered and prob- 
ably n«rer will be. for the practical joker 
stirred op each a tor-nets' nest that if he 
is at clerer «» his jett indicates he TV ill 
continue to eajoy the tituation in silence. 
Practical jokara bare been lynched be- 
fore now. The man who found the stone 
has also dropped oat of sight for tho 
good of hi* health. The story therefore 
begins with tb« reception by Professor 
O. J. Breda, Uoirersity of Minnesota, of 
a copy of the hieroglyphics that were 
carved on the itone. 
The "discovery" 


was laid before the learned professor 
with the eager request that he carefully 
examine the characters and, if possible, 
decipher them. 


Professor Breda recognised at once the 


mystic writing known as "Runic," and 
would fain have reported that the Kens- 
ington people had in their possession the 
first "Kune stono" ever discovered in 
America. To be In a position to make 
such a report would have made both his 
own name and that of the town near 
which the stone was found 
famous 


throughout tee world, for the characters. 
if genuine, could not have been cut less 
than many centuries ago, and the fact of 
men possessed of a knowledge of Runic 
writing having been in Minnesota at this 
period might have changed the record of 
early American history.

All very pretty and deeply interesting. 


The only damper thrown on the discov- 
ery was Professor Breda's emphatic dec- 
laration that rke whole thing was a 
fraud, perpetrated by gome Swede with 
a knowledge of Runic characters. 
The 


people of Ksasmgton pouted over the 
learned professor's decision, 'ihey wanlv 
ed the ruse stone to make them all fa- 
mous. They had glorious visions of min- 
gling witk the residents of rival towns 
and graodiloqucatlj announcing to these 
envious neiEK>x»rs that they lived in the 
city where file famous Runic stone was 
found. 
If Professor Breda was so ob- 


tuse as to fail to see tfcnt the Runic stone 
was genuine, they would go to another 
learned proleiwor and insist upon his see- 
ing it in the lirht that pleased them 
most 
So the Kensington delegation 


turned their backs on Professor Breda 
and cocamunicated with Professor G. O. 
Curme of th* Nartuwestern university, 
Evanstom, Ills. Professor Gorme was in- 
clined to thisk that the find was a genu- 
ine rune stone, and he even deciphered 
the date of its Inscription as 1362, mak- 
ing it oat t« be a very venerable relic.

Soon came the disquieting news that 


Professor Curme, after more careful in- 
vestigation, had given out a statement 
that the inscription "had all the marks 
of a fake." 
Following immediately on 


this statement came a cablegram from 
Professors G. Storm and O. Rygb of 
Christiania, Sweden, declaring that the 
so called rune stoue was a "grand fraud, 
perpetrated by a Swede with a chisel and 
a slight knowledge of Runic characters 
and of English." Professor Breda bad 
reason to gloat over this vindication of 
himself, and he would have gloated ac- 
cordingly, but for the fact that the fake 
had enmeshed him in its sweeping whirl.

Professor Breda by the "liar in Chica- 
go," 
has been read by the students of an- 


cient lore ia Hindostan. pored over by 
bespectacled men of learning in Europe, 
Asia and Australia, and will bob up in 
unexpected places and with the most ex- 
traordinary vitality for a long time to 
cone. Tha joker certainly did bis work 
well. 


For the fceacCt of tliose to whom Ike 


term "mnic stone" is as much a mystery 
as would be the characters it may be 
weli to state in conclusion that the runes 
were the earliest alphabet in use among 
the Teutonic and Gothic nations of north- 
ern Europe. The exact period of their 
origin 'is not known. No genuine runic 
Inscriptions have ever been found in this 
countrf.— Cleveland Plain Dealer.

This Boer leader, 
one of the delegates so warmly wel- 
comed to the United States some 
months ago, would not advise surrender 
if there was a hope of success. If he has 
Written the letter attributed to him it 
may be accepted that the end of the 
Boer struggle is in sight. The appeals 
tof Dewet's brother might be overlooked 
In this respect, but the letter from 
Paris has great significance. It sup- 
ports the belief in England we have 
•already referred to, coming through 
'German sources, that the Boers in the 
field are near to the end of their re- 
sistance.

Leyds and the peace delegates failed. 
No power will interfere in behalf of 
.the Transvaal and Orange Free State 
The happy relations of Great Britain 
.and the powers were fully 
demon- 


strated on the death of Queen Victoria, 
and On top of this came the news that 
large reinforcements were to be sent to 
Lord Kitchener. The tide against the 
Boers is swelling as they grow weaker 
to stand against it. 


There is no hope, and the Boers had 


better surrender. 


XCTBOPB AGAIMT AMERICA 


King Edward opens his first parlia- 


ment with full state ceremony today, 
"but all the pomp of the occasion will 
not cover his empire's industrial de- 
cadence. The United States can build 
engines and get them on English rail- 
road tracks faster than the British 
builders can submit bids, and we can 
erect bridges cheaper and better in the 
heart of Africa than can the construc- 
tion concerns of the king's realm. In 
addition we supply the British market 
wuii all manuiacuired articles while 
the British workman stands idle. The

"It is a mistake," he says, "to regard

The fact is it is the United Stsi'es be- 
fore Mhom Great Britain, as v.'ell as 
Germany and France, will soon have 
to strike their colors."

•hare of the foreign market, taking 
the old frte-trade ground that a na-

The Method* Vied Include 
Bolmr 


Evaporation, K«ttl«> »nd Open and 
VacBuui Pan*—Salt Bed* ol Amerl- 


/ c«* and Their Aaclent Orl«la. 


There are two general sources from 


which call is obtained, natural brines 
and solid deposits. A number of theories 
have been advanced to account for the 
latter. The general impression among 
scientific men is that rock salt has been 
formed by evaporation from ancient seas, 
which had become inclosed in some way. 
la continuation of this notion it is point- 
ed out that deposits are being made to- 
day at the bottom of several well kuowu 
salt lakes. But doubts have been ex- 
pressed as to the applicability of the ex- 
planation to such thick strata as those at 
Ktassfurt. Germany, 1,800 feet deep, 
and at Spereuberg, near Berlin, 3,000 
feet thick. However this may be, the 
substance is found, in greater or less 
purity, in all parts of the world. The min- 
erals associated with it are those which 
are apt to exist in the ocean. What is 
commonly known as "salt" is principally 
chloride of sodium. But chlorides of 
lime aud magnesium, sulphates of lime 
and magnesium and even minute quan- 
tities of iodides and bromides are usually 
mingled with the chief constituent. 


For a long time Turk's island, in the 


West Indies, was a copiocs contributor to 
this country's supply of rocL «alt. But a 
number of mines are now being worked 
in the United States. The most famous 
at present are those at Livonia, N. Y. 
Tbe salt is taken out in solid chunks, 
ground, passed through sieves of differ- 
ing mesh—to be graded according to 
coarseness—and put up in bags or bar- 
rels. There is a fatuous deposit in Lou- 
isiana much nearer the surface of the 
ground and rnpre easily worked, which 
will be an important producer some day. 


There are many salt deposits in this 


country which are made available, not 
by rninmrr, but by the pumping of brine 
from their vicinity. 
Through a large 


part of Michigan, for instance, and from 
the central part of New York state out 
as far as Buffalo, there are beds varying 
in thickness from 112 to 300 feet and ly- 
ing from COO to 2,000 feet below the sur- 
face. All through these two regions, as 
well as in northern Ohio, wells have been 
sunk, and the brine is pumped up like 
oil. Fresh water springs supply the wa- 
ter, no doubt, and this, flowing over and 
through the solid salt, dissolves the lat- 
ter and puts it within man's reach. In a 
few places tliere are salt springs which 
eject their mineral laden fluids without 
coaxing. 


There are five principle methods ot 


treating brines in order to get the salt 
from them. One of the oldest systems 
is that so extensively employed at Syra- 
cuse. The brine is poured into enormous, 
shallow, woode^ vats and exposed to the 
sun and wind to dry. Whenever there is 
a rainstorm, covers are drawn over them 
to exclude additional water. Precautions 
are also taken against the admission of 
dirt. The product obtained in this way 
is called "solar salt." Owing to the slow- 
ness of the evaporative process the 
grains thus formed are coarse. 


To hasten matters artificial heat is of- 


ten used. For instance, rows of kettles 
are arranged so that cool fires may be 
maintained under them. As the water 
boils off the salt, crystallizes in the bot- 
tom ot the receptacle. By regulating the 
degree of heat applied and providing for 
marked differences of temperature in two 
sets of kettles, grains of different sizes 
can be secured, the finer ones resulting 
from the more rapid evaporation. This 
method is an ancient one. 


In Wyoming county, N. Y., artificial 


heat is used in another way. Metal pans 
about 125 feat long, 25 feet wide and 
perhaps S1/^ feet deep, are warmed by 
furnaces directly under them. 
Coal is 


used in the latter. The heat being ap- 
plied directly, the system is known as 
the "direct 'heift" plan. It is further 
characteristic of the process that it is 
conducted with open pans. An indirect 
mode of bringing the heat to bear on the 
brine is to line the rats, which are small- 
er receptacles than those just described, 
with steam pipes, which run around the 
inner edge of the same and transmit 
their heat to the fluid. The indirect heat 
apparatus is called a "grainer." 


Finally it has been found feasible to 


save fuel and obtain a purer salt by in- 
closing the brine in a tight vessel from 
which the air has been almost entirely 
exhausted. This is called a "vacuum 
pan." It is a well known fact that evap- 
oration takes place at 'a lower tempera- 
ture when the air pressure is reduced 
than at ordinary pressures. This is the 
reason why water boils at n lower tem- 
perature on a mountain top than on a 
plain. In the vaccfein pan the work can 
be done by heating the brine to only 112 
degrees. The product of the vacuum pan 
process is a beautiful article and com- 
mands a higher price than other salts. 
The grains form in cubes instead of 
flakes. The salt obtained from the indi- 
rect heat (steam pipe) system is also of 
an excellent quality. 


Salt had been obtained from sea water 


in many parts of the world. Owing to 
the foulot-ss of the drainage into the 
ocean from the land it is desirable to be 
particular about the source of supply. 
Moreover, there are regions in the trop- 
ics where the silicity of the water ia 
greater than it is in older climates and 
where the same amount of labor will 
yield a largor quantity of solids. The in- 
dustry is carried on, however, in a mod- 
est way on Cape Cod aud in Bristol, 
Mass. A more considerable business is 
done in San Francisco bay. in the county 
of Alameda. From 25 to 30 establish- 
ments are in operation in that part of 
the country. Other factories for getting 
Bait from the sea are situated in Los 
Angeles and San Diego. 


The salt beds of America are foun'l in 


various crpolotrienl formations. Those of 
western New York, northern Ohio and 
some parts of Michigan represent the 
ciluriau period, when the earliest forms 
of animal life made their appearance. 
The deposits near East Sayinaw, Mich., 
belong to the carboniferous age, which ir. 
much later. The Kansas hods are placed 
in the triassic series by Professor Robert 
Hay. and some of the Virginia wells tap 
tertiary rocks. 
From the taste of the 


necnn of today it is apparent that a good 
denl of salt is Blill left undeposited. The 
work of Holiiiiiication and storage uus 
been iroing i n. then, more or less inter- 
mittently for .in almost incalculable peri- 
od nnd yet j^ not finished.—New York 
Tribune.

"The Shipbuilding Industry of the 


United States and Its Relation to the 
Foreign Trade" is the title of a docu- 
ment issued by the treasury bureau of 
statistics. It discusses the economic 
conditions which surround the present 
etate of the shipbuilding industry in 
this country in both their historical 
and their industrial aspects. Historic- 
ally It finds that the use of ironclads 
in the civil war sounded the doom of 
wooden ships as instruments of na- 
tioaal defense and thenceforth turned 
over maritime ascendency to the iron 
producing nations, in which Great Brit- 
ain then held the leadership, but with 
the ascendency of the United States in 
iron and steel production and the ad- 
vent of this country into the new era 
of oceanic responsibility, both commer- 
cially and politically, tne present pe- 
riod of our maritime progress is clearly 
marked off from all that has preceded 
it. 


Historically our development in ship- 


building has reached the point at which 
the economic outlook is based upon the 
miost favorable industrial and commer- 
cial conditions ever known in the his- 
tory of our merchant marine. 
These 


conditions are shown flrst in the inter- 
nal development of the shipbuilding in- 
dustry. The Influence of the naval pol- 
icy on merchant shipbuilding bas de- 
veloped shipbuilding plants to a point 
of equipment with tools and machinery 
and to a neale of production which, 
with a L'.rger demand for ships, would 
almost put the best American ship- 
builders on the same plane as British 
shipbuilders as to cost of production. 


The use of electricity in the operation 


«f shipbuilding plants, the employment 
of pneuaiaiie tools and the services of 
cranes and iierricks in handling heavy 
materials at every stage have revolu- 
tionized B&iptnaking methods in the 
United States to such an extent that 
the best aifeyards in America are even 
better equipped than those of Europe. 
The chief obstade to shipbuilding in 
competition with foreign shipbuilders 
is the lack cf sufficient orders at our 
shipyards to keep them busy on a suf- 
ficiently uniform volume-af.work. 


The difference in the labor coat of pro- 


duction in foreign and American ship- 
yards is conceded to be about 25 per 
cent greater oa the bull and 50 per cen< 
greater on the machinery jn the Amer- 
ican yard. This difference, if accepted 
as correct, it Is held, must be overcome 
"by the introduction of piecework meth- 
ods of laber and the standardizing of 
types and parts. The report finds that 
as compared witb Bri'tisb ships com- 
paratively little progress" has been made 
in this country ia either'of these re- 
spects except in those located upon the 
lakes. The lake shipyards have turned 
out a volume of tonnage which has en- 
abled them to utilize European meth- 
oJs of reducing cost more generally 
than is the case OH the Atlantic sea- 
board. 


The progress 09 the lakes in produc- 


tive economics Eas arisen largely from 
consolidation 
of 
plants, 
whereby 


specializing ceuld be .mare generally 
developed and uniformity in type of 
construction Introduced. The consoli- 
dation of shipbuilding plants with 
steelmaklng establishments seems to 
be another direction Jn which econom- 
ics in productive cost of ships must be 
realized. 
Shipbuilders complain that 


the Cuctuations of prices in the steel 
market have been among the greatest 
hindrances to the development of steel 
shipbuilding in the United States, as 
compared with European prices, which 
are more stable. 


Tho second part of the inquiry is de- 


voted to the study of the merchant 
marine as n part of the national dis- 
tributive system. 
It cites the fact 


shown by statistics that with the 
growth ia volume of ocean commerce 
an increasing proportion of our surplus 
wealth has been bandied by sea, so 
that the national interest has been 
forced to avail Itself of agencies n&t of 
its own control in order to reach and 
maintain foreign markets subject to 
the discrimination of shipping lines or- 
ganized in the service of our com- 
petitors. 


The growth In the volume of our 


foreign commerce Is mainly responsible 
for the fact that American capital haa 
practically overcome Its timidity for in- 
vestment in either shipbuilding or ship- 
ping. Under existing conditions, how- 
ever, distribution by sea between the 
United States and the Outside world is 
in foreign control. For the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1900, imports and ex- 
ports by sea aggregated $2,088.528.660, 
only 9.3 per cent of which value was 
carried in American vessels. Numer- 
ous tables are given, showing the 
growth in our foreign commerce and 
the decline in our foreign shipping.

The second sensation— at first, at least, 
no hallucination — is that his heating is 
enormously increased, so that he hears 
the flies walking over the paper. Very 
soon every sound begins to be a remark ;

and he begins to carry' on a solitary life, 
his only companion being his beloved syr- 
inge. 
Every parser by seems to talk 


about him. Often and often have I stop- 
ped persons or ordered the police to ar- 
rest them, thinking they were talking 
about me. 


"After a relatively short time begins 


the 'bunting^tof ' the cocaine bug.' 
You 


Imagine that''to your skin worms or simi- 
lar things are moving along. 
If you 


touch them with wool, especially ab- 
sorbent wool, they run away and disap- 
pear, only to peep cautiously out of some 
corner to see if there is any danger. 
These worms are projected only to the i 
cocninist's own person or clothing. 
He 


sees them on 'his washing, in his skin, 
creeping along his penholder, but not on 
other people .-or things and not on clothes 
brought clean from the laundry. How is 
this to be explained? About the same 
tune appear.-miuy other hallucinations of 
the opticus and, strange to say, self sug- 
gested hallucinations also. Night turns 
to day. You sit up in your room syring- 
ing until the morning and then fall asleep 
in a coma. In tcy case this occurred to 
such an extent that I had to engage a 
hospital warder, who came in the morn- 
ing to revive me with about ten syringes 
of 5 per cent solution, so that I was able 
to drive, not, walk, fearing some one 
might gar rote me.

"You see small animus running about 


your body and feel their bites. Every ob- 
ject seems to become alive to stare at 
you. From all corners look revolvers, 
knives, etc.. and threaten you. Yet. so 
soon as the effect of the Injection is ovei 
yon laugh at it and produce willingly by 
a new injection the sAme terrors. About 
that time 1 bought three St. Bernard 
dogs, thinking they would protect me, bin 
one night I found they were talking about 
me- how they could get rid of tne — so 1 
stood up and shot one of them with a le 
volver, which I always used to carry. I 
think this was the most dreadful night o 
my life — I stauding on the table, with an 
Indian dagger and a syringe on the 
ground, one three foot high dog going to 
die and two rather dangerous dogs roar- 
ing and groaning aloud, ^reproachfully 
looking at me, who always fancied, 'Now 
comes the moment when they will tear 
you to pieces.' I stood the night on the 
table until the arrival of my wardman. 
who hardly risked to enter the room. 


"The strange thing, however, in the co- 


«aine habit is that there seem to be two 
souls in the cocainist — one infested by 
the cocaine, suffering and tortured by its 
effects, the other normal, laughing at his 
fears and saying: 'What nonsense! It is 
only a hallucination, produced by an in- 
jection.' Not frightened enough by these 
experiences and escaping from the trou- 
bles produced by his conduct, on the co- 
cainist goes, taking more and more, and 
then enters a new kind of illusion which 
finishes him up for the madhouse."— 
Philadelphia Times. 


HOW DIAMONDS ARE "NIPPED." 


Vkl«ves Bare •• Instrument Tbal

"When we speak of a crook 'nipping' a 


diamond stud, we use the word advised- 
ly," said a central station detective. "It's 
not a case of idle slang. In fact, nearly 
all the words used in a slang way by 
thieves and police officers come nearer to 
expressing the exact idea of what wt- 
mean to illustrate than most people 
think. Take, for instance, the phrase 
'Stole a diamond.' Now, that's all right 
in its way, but there's a hundred or more 
ways in which diamonds may be stolen, 
so it gives no clew as to the particular 
method of operation. But when we arc 
told that some crook has 'nipped' a spark 
we know exactly how be did it and have 
a fair sort of lead to work on. 


"To 'nip' a spark means to cut off a 


diamond from a man's shirt front. The 
phrase originated in the style of the in 
strument used by the thief. Diamonds 
lost in this way are not unscrewed or 
pulled out from a shirt front, as some 
people believe. The diamond nipper car 
ries a small instrument made like a pair 
of nippers. It can be carried between 
the fingera and kept concealed in that 
way and has a little cup into which tnp 
diamond falls when cut from the go>d 
mounting. When the nipper sees a atone I 
that pleases his fancy, be simply slips bi.« 1 
little in>trument to tht- front, .jostles ai.o 
•hove* his victim, perhaps curses bitr< I 
for treading on bis toes' and, having dis 
traded his attention, slips one hand clos< 
to bit bosom. A simple move, a preasun 
of the finger, the sharp jaws clutcb tin 
shank of the plo or stud, tbe diamond 
drops into the cuplike receptacle and tb<' 
nipper ia gone. So la tht diamond."-

Of 
course it is not likely that there is any 
burglar at all, but if there should be he 
has every advantage, being on the alert 
and kuowinj; just where to expect you, 
while you are fuddled with sleep and do 
not know wlu>ie he may be. To carry a 
light is simply suicidal, for a uiaa in 
pitch darkiii-ss cau aim*as accurately at 
a tight as he can at a bullseye in the day- 
time. 


A revolver is the most difficult of all 


firearms to toaster, and unless you have 
fired thousands of shots with one at tar 
gets till you have learned how to shoot 
straight you better rely upon a club. 


The best weapon for bouse Ut-fense is 


a short barreled cylinder bore repeating 
shotgun, commonly called "riot 
gun." 


\Yitii a charge of buckshot you are much 
more likely to hit an object in the dark 
than with a single bullet, and it gives a 
paralyzing, knock down blow, whereas a 
pistol bullet seldom puts a man out of ac- 
tion before he can strike back. 


Fill the magazine of the gun with shells 


loaded with buckshot, but leave the 
chamber of the gun tmpty. Then it is 
safe to keep about the bouse, for if a 
child or ignorant person gets hold of it 
he cannot discharge the piece by snap- 
ping it, but must first throw the lever, 
which requires some strength. The gun 
is always ready for inbtant use by sim- 
ply pumping a shell into the chamber 
from tbe magazine, and tben you have 
several shots ID reserve. 


To bag a buiglar without risk to your 


self 
open a window commanding the 


yard, have your wife raise an outcry 
from the other end of the house, au<l 
when the criminal dashes out aim low. 


Never use smokeless powder except 


strictly according to the maker's direc 
tions. There are three distinct classes of 
smokeless powders—namely, shotgun ni 
tro, low pressure rifle uitro and high 
pressure rifle nitrq. Tbe first is intended 
for shotguns only. It is quick burning 
end on this account dangerous to use in 
rifles. 


Do not fancy that because a rifle bar 


rel is so much thicker than a shotgun it 
offers much less resistance to the expan 
sion that endangers its bursting. Smoke 
less powder is practically gun cotton 
tamed down, its explosive principle beint: 
nitroglycerin or a similar nitro product 
The low pressure variety is purposely re 
duced in strength so as to give tbe satni 
pressure, under normal circumstances, as 
the same bulk of black gunpowder, 
li 


may be used in any ride. 


But 
high pressure nitro is vastly 


stronger and will burst an ordinary soft 
steel barrel. I have seen a heavy target 
rifle blown to fragments by it, although 
the barrel was more than half an inch 
thick around the bore. 
High pressure 


powder is intended exclusively for special 
military and sporting rifles having bar- 
rels of nickel steel, with a 
tensile 


strength of at least 60,000 pounds to the 
inch. 


Such guns are safe when properly used, 


but the ammunition is so different from 
the old black powder cartridges that yon 
should not experiment in reloading it un- 
less yon have special training. So many 
guns of this description are now sold that 
a few words of warning will not be 
amiss. 


Do not try to make expanding bullets 


out of the full jacketed ones by filing off 
the points to expose tbe food. British 
soldiers are said to have done this before 
the Dum Dura bullets were manufactur- 
ed, but it is a hazardous experiment, for 
the following reasons: The regular soft 
point bullets now made by tbe cartridge 
factories have a jacket which covers the 
base of the bullet completely, leaving the 
lead exposed at the point, but tbe hard 
mantle of a full jacketed bullet is revers- 
ed, covering the point, but not the head. 
Consequently if you file off the point of a 
full jacketed bullet, nothing is left of the 
mantle but a thimble covering the bear- 
ing surface. 


Now, when such a bullet is fired, the 


charge of high pressure powder drives it 
forward with tremendous energy, but the 
steel thimble is so hard ana the bullet fits 
tbe bore so tightly that great friction is 
generated, tending to bold tbe projectile 
back. 


The result of the^e two forces is that 


the 
lend core is likely to be driven 


through the thimble, leaving the latter 
sticking in tbe bore of the gun. and if an 
other shot is then fired the rifle is likely 
to burst. This would scarcely be the case 
with black gunpowder, which eserfs a 
fairly uniform pressure and would prob- 
ably only drive out the thimble, ringing, 
but not bursting the barrel. 


But smokeless powder is, as I have 


said, largely composed of nitroglycerin. 
It will burn quietly In the open air and 
will explode moderately when subjected 
to reasonable pressure, but when it meets 
sudden and firm resistance it detonates 
with terrific violence.
